\ On January 13 > 1970, Assistant United States Attorney 
JULIUS ALTMAN^Middle District of Pennsylvania, Scranton, Pa., and 
SA NORMAN A. "HENDRICKS discussed the facts In this matter. Mr 
ALIM AN in an advisory opinion stated that he did not feel that 
prosecution in this matter could be sustained because the victims 
were clearly wounded accidentally In cross-fire between York Police 
and snipers on July 20,. 1969. He noted that investigation developed 
that at the time of this incident racial violence was taking place 
in York with frequent sniping on the Police by unknown snipers. He 
said that the York Police had been in the act of searching two in- 
dividuals in a car they suspected these persons of having stolen, 
and did find a firearm on one of these persons, when snipers opened 
up on the Police. He said that the Police returned the fire, and 
the victims, who were among other curious onlookers, were wounded 
in the cross-fire. He said that clearly their wounding had been 
accidental, and the facts of this matter did not show any conspiracy 
against their rights.

Captain MC CAFFERY escorted the interviewing 
Agents to the rear of the York Ice House located at Church 
Road off Oak Lane on the south side of the bridge. He 
stated that on July 20, 1969, when he arrived at this area, 
there was no gunfire. He and Lieutenant WASSER had been 
out of their car for only a few moments when gunfire was 
directed at the police on the south side of the creek. . 

He stated that there was movement in the heavy brush from 
the College Avenue Bridge and several hundred yards to the 
west along the bank of the creek in front of the Codorus 
Housing Project, which is on the north side. 

Captain MC CAFFERY stated that he had a shotgun 
with him, which was loaded with double 00 shot. He saw 
movement near a couple of cement abutments, which he 
believes are entrances to storm sewers and are located 
far below the toy) of the north bank and west of the 
Codorus Housing Project. He fired three shots in the 
direction of the cement abutments. The distance was several 
hundred, yards, and he did not expect to even come close 
to these abutments when he fired. He fired in that direction 
in hopes that he could flush whoever It was into the open. 

His direction of fire was away from the housing project, 
and his shots could not possibly strike anything in that 
project. 

When he fired other policemen at the scene also 
returned fire, but he did not observe where they were firing. 
The shooting was over in less than a minute, and the police 
left the area of the York Ice House.

He said BENNY was 
scuffling because they felt the policemen we re treating 
them too rough. 

They were standing by the car handcuffed, when 
all of a sudden the policemen started shooting into the 
bushes across the creek. He said he heard no shots before 
the cops started firing, and did not know why they were 
shooting , although he heard one of the ‘ policemen a few 
minutes later, when they were at the Jail, .say that someone 
had shot at them from the vicinity of the bridge. 

He said he knew none of the policemen who did the 
firing. He said the .22. pistol that .the police took from 
the pocket of the car belonged to BENNY. He said BENNY 
must have gotten the gun earlier that day, as BENNY 
picked him up about an hour before they were arrested and 
had told him the day before that he did not have a gun. 

He said none of the policemen hit him while they 
were making their arrest.

time that the occupants, of the Black Ford were coming to the 
abandoned stolen car* As the .Black Ford approached the area 
and its occupants observed the. police in the^area, the car 

Officer 
SHOE stated that he and Officers MC CLAIN and CASTELANNA stopped 
this vehicle.

PHILLIP ENTERLINE, 774 Fahs Street, York, Pa., 
employed as body repairman and wrecker driver by Ammon 
R. Smith Chevrolet Company, Carlisle and Linden Street, 

York, Pa. , was advised as to the identity of the inter- 
viewing Special Agents and the nature Of this investigation. 

He stated he was at home on a Sunday afternoon 
during the civil disturbances in the summer of 1969 in York, 

Pa. He also advised that his employer lets him keep the 
company wrecker at his residence to answer emergency calls 
during non-working hours from various agencies and people 
to c»i,i him when there is an automobile to be towed. He 
gets piece-rate pay for this work. 

On the afternoon in question, he was called by the 
York Police Department to pick up an automobile behind the 
"ice house" on Codorus Creek just off of Oak Lane in York. 

He drove to the area with a friend, MICHAEL EDEN, who presently 
resides in Harrisburg, Pa., and is employed at the Royer Buick 
Company} he is also a member of the National Guard. 

When they got to the "ice house" the police wanted 
him to tow away a 1969 Yellow Chevrolet, two-door. The front 
wheels of the Chevy were turned completely to one side and the 
ignition key was gone; the wheels were looked in the turned 
position. He had to drag the car away from the building it 
was facing, then hook up the tow bars to the front end of the 
car and put the rear end of the car on a dolly with wheels to 
protect the transmission. All this took time and he had to 
drag the car out of the immediate vicinity so that he could 
accomplish all of this. In about 20 minutes, he had pulled 
the auto from its original position and gotten it around the 
building onto Hope Alley going toward Oak Lane heading East. 

When he originally got to the scene where the auto 
was. he said there were about ten police officers in the 
vicinity with rifles, shot guns, or pistols. Some were in 
plain clothes and some were in uniform. He said that he did 
not look across Codorus Creek toward the housing projeot.

He's across the creek, close tC.othe 
bridge." Up to this time he had not heard any shots of 
firearms. Then he heard a volley of shots. He assumed they 
were from the police officers, but they were out of. his sight 
so he does not know who shot. After the shooting blast he 
said he heard a police officer say, "There's two coming around 
the building." There were a few more shots after this. 
Immediately after the shots started, he jumped down between 
the truck and the car with EDEN .

Racial disturbances began in York, Pennsylvania 
on about 7/17/69, and continued for approximately five or 
six days thereafter • The police established a curfew and

attempted to seal off two areas of the town. There were 
numerous reports, of indiscriminate shooting by v/hzies and 
blacks but it is not believed that very many of the persons 
responsible for the shooting have been identified. 


Robert Murphy, CRD, advised on 12/3/69, that 
the Department reviewed testimony given in a civil suit 
filed by Negroes seeking an injunction against the York, 
Pennsylvania Police Department and the Department picked 
five incidents which may be violations of the Civil Rights 
Statutes and requested preliminary investigations. In 
three incidents it is alleged vie tims were- struck by gun 
fire from police officers. In another, the victim. was allegedly 
beaten by police following arrest. In the fifth instance a 
white newspaper man, Michael Cronin, was reportedly beaten on 
7/30/69, by a gang of white youths because he had written 
unfavorable articles concerning them. A witness reported that 
police officers observed the beating and made no attempt to 
stop it. This denial, of protection could constitute a 
violation of Civil Rights Statutes.
